SUMMARY: GUYER APRIL 13 GAVE PHILLIPS STATUS REPORT 
ON PRG CONTACTS, CONFIRMING THAT AUBRAC HAD TURNED DOWN

FOR AID PURPOSES STILL UNDEFINED, PARTICULARLY SINCE PRG

1. AMB. PHILLIPS ASKED GUYER, APRIL 12, FOR STATUS 
REPORT ON PRG QUESTION. 

2. GUYER, BASING HIS COMMENTS ONLY ON SUMMARY 
TELEPHONIC REPORTS FROM AUBRAC ( WHO HAS RETURNED TO ROME)

OBSERVER OFFICE IS " NOT POSSIBLE." GUYER SAID ONLY 

ISSUE NOW IS THAT OF HUMANITARIAN AID. AUBRAC HAD GIVEN

8. WE HAVE HEARD FROM AN EAST EUROPEAN SOURCE THAT THERE 
WILL, IN FACT, BE APLENUM THIS MONTH AND THE SUBJECT WILL 
BE THE POTENTIALLY LOADED ONE OF THE TECHNOLOGICAL 
REVOLUTION. WE CAN ENVISAGE BREZHNEV USING SUCH A DISCUSSION 
AS SPRINGBOARD FOR ARGUING NEED FOR SOVIET EFFORTS TO CLOSE 
TECHNOLOGICAL GAP AND SPECFICALLY IN THAT CONNECTION FOR 
GOOD RELATIONS WITH U. S„ FRG, AND OTHER WESTERN COUNTRIES. 
THIS WOULD BE A GOOD MEANS OF COUNTERING THOSE WHO MIGHT 
SEEK TO LIMIT HIS FREEDOM OF ACTION IN ADVANCE OF HIS VISITS 

TO BONN AND WASHINGTON. ( WE WILL TREAT RUMORED PLENUM IN 
GREATER DETAIL IN SEPTEL).
